In tifose 
days of ‘universul ‘motoring it 
would appear superficially that such 
a question ts of smal! account, It 
ia, in fact, a question of growing

cerned by the dnevéase in: registra. 
tion. pe a . 
Of the formal test made when 
the novice desires to qualify for 
an official driving licence ttle or 
nothing need be said, for it is 
formal in every sense of the term. 
Jn the first place’ the examinee 
Taay be: totally ignorant of the 
mechanical principle of the car he 
handles; and, secondly, be he never 
go decorous when under the all- 
pervading eye of the examiner, 
such a performance . can be ono 
criterion of his behaviour when felt 
to his own resources, 


RECKLESS, INCAPABLE PEW, 


Now that so many new motorists 
are responding tothe call of the 
open road, there is grenter nead 
than-ever for dhe’ utmost caution 
to be exercised by every wheelman, 
It can be said with some certiinty 
that much of the agitation stil 
prevalent against the motorist,

I fancy that failure to make the 
recognised signals at the right 
nfioment is responsible for more 
than halt the trouble and misun- 
derstanding encountered on .the 
road, in town and out, There are 
just ns many motorists, who over- 
take other vehicles with sound- 
ing their horns as there are others 
who do, and even when this precau- 
tion ix taken it is six-to-half-a- 
dozen that no “come on” signal will 
be given, This constitutes bad- 
driving, and ia prejudicial to the 
training of the novice, who is all 
too enger to follow the example set 
by the éther hand. . 

One of the most 
signals Is the “slow down,” Asa 
weneril fule’ the necessity for a 
sudden ‘stop is known to the sev- 
eral drivers of a string of, say, 
three’ cars, A sharp look-out for 
emergencies ‘well ahead is Pitt of 
the motorist’s responsibility. Slow- 
iny down is more frequently an in- 
dividual matter, ‘a8 when ‘a driv- 
er suddenly perceives a lady friend 
waiting for a tranicar and js as 
suddenly seized with a desire to 
effect the saving of a tramfare, 
or, remembering he has left his 
pipe ta the garage, he automa- 
tleally sluckens his’ pace to facilit- 
nte the process of meditation and 
subacquent. decision, Yet — the 
“slow down signal is .the most 
noglected one of all. There can 
be few situations more demoralis- 
ing to the nervous driver than to 
find himself on a perfectly quiet 
road, drawing perilously near to 
the hody of the bulging body ofa 
preceding car. The motorist will, 
yeverthelesa, always be prepared to 
doubt the sanity:of the man In 
front until that person has: prov- 
ed himself to be in possession, of 
his essential faculties. ° : 


STUDYING HUMAN NATURE, 


An old motoring friend, one who 

wag steering with a tiller nearly 
30 yenrs ago, once told me that in 
overtaking other’ motorists (I. re- 
ret to suy that was his principal 
oceupation When on the road) .he 
could, with rare exceptions, tell 
what type of man was sitting at 
Lhe wheel. And frequently, 1 fur- 
ther regret to’ say, he would pass 
on that information to the indivi- 
dual whose character -had, per- 
chance, been confirmed. In the 
days of which ‘I’ speak it is prob- 
able that the eur itself would form 
n gubdndex.to the idiosyncrasies 
of its owner, and lighten the- task 
lof the atudent of human nature. 
‘Yet, in these standardised days, it 
is often no dificult matter to form 
an opinion of one’s antecegsor, and, 
moreover, to have that opinion con- 
firmed on overtaking him or her.

WHAT TO LOOK FOR. | 
Many of the cara seen on the road 
nowadays. have owners who were 
not the‘ original purchasers. The 
pale of used .cars has tecome a 
business of great importance, and 
it Is probable that the greater part 
of the time ‘of the members of any 
anles staff is occupied with the 
selling of "“traded-in” cars. “Any 
person who contemplates buying a 
used car should take certain pre- 
cautions, inspecting the chassis and 
bodywork tu ascertain whether 
there are any acrious faults .need- 
ing imminent expenditure. A num- 
‘her of faults may be expected in 
any car which'has done any cone 
siderable mileage, and attention to 
these might-also be commended to 
any prospective vendor of acnr. 
| Much, of course, canbe learnt in 
a short run on the’ roqd, a short 
steep gradient being an casential of 
the route. Points to watch In this 
test are the pulling power of the en- 
gine, the suspension, body 


‘| squeaks and rattles, noise from the 


yeurbox and back axle, the effici- 
ency of the brakea, the action of the 
clutch and ease of steering. 
Following .a short road, test, the 
car should be driven to a garage 
and examined. The paintwork, 
-bonnet and hood are. easily examin- 
ed, and it is easy to form an esti- 
mate of the cost of any neces- 
sury repairs, Notice should ‘be 
taken of the. speedometer reading, 
although this is: not ‘necessarily 
true, The exact date on which the 
car was originally purchased may 
be ascertained from the licence. 
Next, the tyres should be examin: 
ed, and this is rather an important 
matter because should the treads 
be practically: non-existent or the 
walls of the covers damaged, the 
new owner will’ be faced with a 
rather heavy bill for five tyres be- 
fore he has covered many miles. 


ENGINE TESTING. 


' After thig comes the engine, and 
here a grent deal can be found out 
regarding the ‘condition of the 
working parts without actually dis- 
mantling anything. - An external 
examination, for example will show 
whether any water is leaking from 
the. cylinder head gasket, the radia- 
tor, the pump gtund ‘or any water 
connection. : oe ‘ 


Another point is oll-tightness, n3| 


considerable waste may be caused 
if Oi1iseleaking from‘the crankcase 
at the-sump joint or front main 
bearing. Lenkage from’ the rear 
main bearing is not visible, but will 
usually make itself apparent by 
causing clutch slip. 


. The condition of the pistons and}. 


rings is rather important if the car 
has done 15,000 miles or more, as 
they may have become considerably 
worn, 80 allowing a leakage of gas 
(and, consequently, loss of power 
and economy) during ‘the compres- 
gion and power strokes, while oil 
will be sucked into the combustion, 
chambers and wasted during the in- 
duction strokes, Leaky valves, will 
produce similar results, but this is 
not so serious, as they can be re- 
medied without ‘great expense. 

‘One of the tests for piston wenr. 

is.to allow the engine to run. at 
idling speed for some minutes, then 
opening the throttle. and not'ng 
whether any serious quantity of 
blue smoke issues from the.exhaust 
pipe.’ Following this, stop the en- 
gine and try each cylinder for com- 
pression in turn by means of the 
erank handle. 
- Another test worth making while 
the engine iy idling Is to remové the 
radiator cap and watch the sur- 
face of the water; if there are yas 
past the cylinderhead gasket, bub- 
bles will come up through the water 
in the radiator-header tank. 

Worn bearings may. also be sus- 
pected ‘in a car which: has been 
driven hard and ‘has covered a big 
mileage, and these are like-wise ex- 
pensive to renew. A worn main 
bearing wil! usually make its pre- 
sence known by producing a thud- 
ding” noise’ when the car is being. 
driven at full throttle up a hill suf- 
ficiently severe to reduce the speed 
to 25 m.p.h. or so on top gear... 

A loose’ big-end will often only 
produce a clatter at certain speeds

HOW SQUEAKS CAN BE

: WRAPPING iG METHODS. 


‘When the springs of a car are 
‘very free and when, in the case 
‘of a sports. car, Jt is desirable to 
tatiffen up the whole apring, inde- 
‘pendent of the shock absorber, the 
best plan is to’ bind the’ leaves to- 
_ ‘tether by wrapping whipcord 

round the leaves, with a knot at 

sfrequent intervals. This.Is not so 
eaay an operation as it may sound, 

“The cord has to be really tight the 

whole way along, and the knots 

must ‘be reliable, otherwise the 
~whole wrapping will come ‘undone 
in a very short time. , Wrapping 
_& spring in this fashion is useful 
‘when « car is about to be taken 
‘on a tour,’ aos it slightly reduces 
the possibility of breaking a spring 
ileaf owing to the cord limiting sub- 
stantially the flexion of the spring 
a Jeaves. 
‘BINDING THE SPRINGS. 
Stout insulating tape can’ some-

THE PROBLEM OF TRAFFIC 
CONGESTION, ' 

Colonel Waldon, a director of 
the Detroit Automobile Club and a 
member of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission of that city, takes. excep- 
tion to” the view. frequently ex- 
pressed that high rates of speed 
lessen congestion by keeping traffic 
moving at @ more rapid pace. He 
considers that 15. to 22 miles on 


, [hour fs the most satisfactory and 


fastest speed in a line of traffic. 
“The speed at which the great: 
est number of vehicles can pass a 
given point,” says Colonel Waldon 
“ja approximately 15 miles per 
hour. Eighty-nine out of a hun- 
dred would say that the higher 
the speed the greater the capacity, 
whereas the opposite is true:above 
this particular speed. 
- “At sixty. miles per hour, only 
60 per cent, a8 many vehicles will 
be able to pass the same point as 
could pass were all travelling at 
fifteen miles per hour. ‘The rea- 
son is that at each increase in 
vehicle speed there must be an in- 
crease in the safe distance be- 
tween vehicles. 1 ° 
“With each increase in speed 
there {s.consequemly 2 lesser num- 
ber of vehicles occupying one mile 
of the single traffic lane.. With 
the line moving at sixty. miles per 
hour it ia easy to see.that if more 
vehicles are introduced, thereby 
lessening the interval between cars 
the. speed of all cars must show

“Overhaul” is. a word which 
generally brings visions of expense 
and ‘trouble to the average owner. 
Really {t is easy for an amateur to 
make. a good jab of an overhaul if 
he has sufficient time to spare to do 
things efficiently, In the average 
garage. ‘there [a not room for 
the strong various ' parts, and 
the best solution fa to stand 
the body: Stself- out of doors, 
covered by oa tarpaulin. - The 
chassis can then be manoeuvred 
without hindrance in the garnge. 
Mats, ‘cushions and other aundries 
can be atored.in the’ house itself, 

The preliminary is a wash-down 
more thorough than usual; It would 
be worth while paying extra atten- 
tion to the bodywork and upholstery, 
‘for in the ordinary course so good 
an opportunity, no doubt, will not 
present itself for some time. The 
actual dismantling may be taken fn 
any order found convenlent;. pro- 
bably the bonnet, radiator ‘and 
lamps will be the first items, then 
the wings and .running boards, 
When lamps mounted on the wings, 
the cables should be drawn down 
the tubular wing-stays, if ‘thus 
fitted, towards the frame, so as to 
leave the wings clear, If the wings 
are bent or dented beyond the 
amateur's power of ‘straightening, It 
would ibe wise to send them at once 
for a quotation to some firm specia- 
Hsing din this kind of work. 

HEAVY JOBS.: 


The wirlng must be’ taken down 
on some system. or endless time 
will be wasted when reassembling in 
trying to find where each length of 
cable - goes. A plan as almple as 
any is to detach only the outward 
ends of the wires, leaving them con- 
nected at the junction box or swich- 
board, and ‘tying each cable’ in-a 
neat coll with a label to say whero 
its‘ outward end went.” Each one 
of the Inward connections will,.af|’ 
course, eventually; be taken down, 
cleaned and refitted; but the over- 
haul of the electrical oquipment {s 
a job by itself. - The switchboard, 
in some cases, is carried, with. the 
instruments, on’ 2 metal. extension 
from the dash, and the body may: be 
removed without disturbing It. More 
vaually it will be necessary to dis- 
mount the faclaboard and draw 
the switchboard and the  instru- 
ments first. Care should be taken 
not to burr the slots of the nickell- 
ed screws by which it is generally 
held. 

Probably the body. will come next. 
‘This and the engine are the heaviest 
Jobs ‘in the overhaul, and the body 
fg thé more’ awkward of. the two. 
There are some practical points. 
The chief Is to sec that there are 
no wires, control rods or piping 
left by accident connecting the body 
and chassis. It fs the ensiest thing 
in thé world to overlook these. Some 
bodies come away leaving the dash 
on the chassig, but more usually the 
dash belongs to the body.

To try if the body ia free, raise 
it on'pne side with ao lever for 
about an inch, and put in a block 
of wood. Treat the other side in 
the same way and: afterwards put 
in two more blocks, so that at-last 
the body fs ralsed clear of the frame. 
If ft does not lever up readily some: 
thing probably ‘still needs ‘discon- 
necting. somewhere—quite . likely 
some perfectly obvious thing, such 
as a. petrol pipe from a dash tank. 
When the seats are fixed to the 
frame separately fromthe bady they 
must come out before the body Is 
removed. Everything must be per- 
fectly clear, so that it Js advisable 
to attend to all these points. and 
others that occur with each indivi- 
dual car before the helpers arrive to 
get the body off, 


_ LIFTING THE BODY. 

To man-handle an ordinary body 
comfortably four persons, at least, 
gre necessary. Two will stand: on 
each side and the body will be best 
drawn off straight dackwards, re- 
™membering the two assistants at 
the dash end will probably have to 
lift Gin, or 8in. to clear the pedals. 

‘Where the gearbox and engine arc 
separate, with an open propeller: 
shaft, the ‘shaft should be. discon- 


nected at one of the universal joints | 


or flextble couplings; after that the 
gearbox will come away easily, fol- 
lowed- by the clutch leaving the 
ehgine clear. A short examination 
of the particular car will énable one 
to.plan out the-best way in, which to 
go to work, The» makers’ instruc- 
tlon book often gives directions for 
these major operations, and should 
te consulted if available. 
the job is open and’simple enough’ 


provided,.one looks’ ahead for, the’ 


most convenlent method. , 
REMOVING THE ENGINE UNIT. 

When the: engine’.and gearbox 
are of unit construction or bolted 
together to form a ‘unit, this will 
prove the heaviest job that has to 
be tackled, If there be a handy beam 
overhead and tackle can be hor- 
rowed, the simplest ‘and obviously 
the best way is to swing the unit 
out, run the frame and wheels away, 
and then‘lower the unit on wooden 
dlocks.. Once on the floor it can be 
worked | on to some purpose, If 
there be not much room or equip- 
ment for handling such heavy stuff, 
it can be Jowered gently on its side: 
and the sump removed,’ the big 
ends dismantled and pistons and 
connecting rods drawn, the gearbox 
taken down and so ‘on, untfl one 
gete to the top half of the crankcase 
and. the crank shaft. 

When the engine cannot be swung 
out with a tackle it must be lifted 
out; ‘sometimes jt'may be possitle 
to work the other way, i.e.,'to take 
the frame away from: the engine 
instead of taking the engine away 
from the frame. One just jacks up 
the chassis by the -frame. The 
wheels are then removed, followed 
by the axles and springs. |This 
leaves only the frame and the power 
unit. By carefully lowering the 
frame, each end alternately, the 
wilt is brought to rest on the floor. 
It fs then a simple matter to undo 
the , .bolta and. remove ‘. the’ frame,, 
leaving the unit clear to work on.,

The famillar “‘H” slot‘ for shift- 
Ing. gears, found on all motor cars 
now manufactured, was another of 
the better known mechanical fea- 
tures ‘Invented. by J. W. Packard, 
The first Packard car had a cross

that used for. a number of years 
by one of the largest manufactur- 
‘ers and this, too, was covered by 
a patent granted Packard. 

Motorists can, set the throttle 
control of their cars ion the steer- 
Ing post and operate the foot ac- 
‘celeratoy without disturbing ‘the 
setting of the hand control because 
of another - invention of Mr. 
Packard. He was granted a patent 
‘on this device, now’ universally 
used, In 1905. . 

One of Mr. Packard's original ine 
ventions played an important part 
in the Liberty motor. ' It was ‘the 
use. of a sheet. metal water jacket 
for the cylinders, first’ employed by 
the Packard brothers in the build- 
ing of their cars in 1902. The 
cylinders of practically all water- 
coloured aeroplane engines . are 
made in .the same manner iow.
